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Family charges police abuse

SAN DIEGO — Antonio and Teresa 
Pena, members of Holy Family Church, 
presented San Diego City officials with a 
petition Feb. 2 requesting that the city 
manager investigate an alleged case of 
police brutality. 

The petition, signed by over 400 people 
including many Holy -Family 
parishioners, was sparked by an incident 
which occurred Jan. 16 at the Peia home 
in Linda Vista. 

Sister Dina Marie Garcia, 
director of catechetical ministry at Holy 
Family, one of the petition organizers,

accompanied the Pefias to city hall. 
According to police reports, San Diego 

Police Officer James Gordon was 

following a car driven by- Manuel Pefia, 


29, whom the patrolman suspected of 


driving while intoxicated. 

Before Gordon could pull the driver 
over, Manuel and his passenger, 32-year- 
old Francisco, arrived at their parents’ 
home, where the sons also live. Despite 
Gordon’s calls to halt, police reports say, 
the two walked inside. 

The patrolman called for backup, and 
at least nine other officers responded. A 
fight then broke out, resulting in Antonio 
and Francisco Pefia being taken to Sharp 
Memorial Hospital with broken noses 


and bruises. 

Manuel Pefia was booked into the 
county jail for driving under the influence 
of alcohol and resisting arrest. Antonio is 
scheduled to appear in court Feb. 20 for 
one misdemeanor count of obstructing 
justice. = 

Police accounts of how the fight broke 
out are unclear. The Pefias and those who 
organized the petition say that the officers 
demonstrated an excess of force. 

Teresa Pefia, who was told by police to 
stay in the house while the fracas was 
taking place outside, said her husband 
was told to shut up when he went outside 
to ask what was happening.

Synod on 
the laity 
advances

ALCALA PARK — Responses from 
lay consultations completed at 28 
diocesan parishes will be among those 
presented at the regional conference on 
the ‘‘Vocation and Mission of the Laity in 
Church and Society’? Feb. 6-8 in 
Burlingame, Calif. 

The conference is one of four regional 
meetings scheduled to enable members of 
the bishops’ laity committee and bishop 
delegates to the synod on the laity to learn 
of the laity’s contributions to the church 


_ and the world. Participants will also hear 


about the needs of the laity. 

San Diego’s two diocesan 
representatives will take a summary 
report of questionnaires completed by 
local laity to the Burlingame meeting. 

Kathryn Willets of Our Lady of Angels 
parish and Jack Beckman of Sacred Heart 
Church in Ocean Beach were selected as 
the representatives by the National 
Committee of Bishops on the Laity last 
October. : 

Willets and Beckman will report on the 


‘results of the regional meeting at the 


Diocesan Pastoral Council meeting set for 
Feb. 14-at St. Patrick parish in Carlsbad 
The local summary -report was 
compiled by Sister Joan Kobe, D.W., 
diocesan consultant in the Office of:Adult 
Catechesis. She and the DPC 
collaborated on the consultation process. 
Sister Kobe said that parishes 
responding to the questionnaire represent 
a geographical cross section of the 
diocese. Persons of a variety of ethnic and 
racial backgrounds participated in the 
consultations. Some responses were 
submitted in Spanish, while other groups 
submitted translations and summaries. 
The questionnaire was sent to dioceses 
nationwide by the the bishops’ laity 
committee in Washington, D.C. The 


‘queries were ‘simplifications of questions 


in the Lineamenia, a booklet from Rome 
containing portions of Vatican Council 
documents dealing with the laity, Sister 
Kobe explained. 

Questions were designed to elicit 
personal reflections and the needs of the 
laity, not to surface gripes. ‘‘Responses 
came from people who care about the 
church,”’ she said.

Vietnamese celebrate Chinese New Year 


EL CAJON — Approximately 200 Vietnamese 
Catholics were present at Our Lady of Grace Church Jan. 
28 for a Mass ushering in the new lunar year. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher, principal celebrant of the 
liturgy, joined the Vietnamese community for -the 
observance of the Chinese new year. 

Concelebrants included Father Joseph Bien, associate 
pastor of Our. Lady of Grace, Father Peter Truong 
Nghia, associate pastor of Holy Family Church, and 
Father Joseph Long of Our Lady of the Sacred Heart 
parish. 


‘Tonight is a great night for the Vietnamese Catholic 
community of San Diego,’’ Father Bien said in his 
homily. ‘‘For the first time in 12 years, we welcome 
Bishop Maher to this celebration.’’ 

Father Bien reminded the assembly that the special 
liturgy was a time to pray for the living and the dead. “‘It 
is a time to ask for forgiveness if you did anything wrong 
last year, then to say ‘happy new year’ to your elders,’’ he 
added. 

The Chinese new year is traditionally symbolized by 
one of 12 animals, said the priest. This year it is the cat, 


which is known for its gentleness, kindness, agility and 
quietness. 


‘In this special event we wish you the very happiest 
new year of the cat and many blessings from God,”’ 
Father Bien told Bishop Maher. ‘‘And we implore you to 
pray to God for us.”’ 


During the presentation of the gifts, several 
Vietnamese dressed in native costumes presented Bishop 
Maher with baskets of fruit and a cross with a symbol 
resembling the country of Vietnam. 


Parish calls for investigation of police brutality

According to Henry Olais, a member’ 
of Holy Family Church and president of 


the parish’s Spanish Council, the arrest of 
Manuel for allegedly driving while drunk 
is not in question. 

“‘That’s a different matter,’’ he said. 
‘The problem is when they handcuff and 
beat up’’ someone. 

Olais, whose son is a San Diego police 
sergeant, said he has high regard for the 
police, but is concerned about law 
enforcement’s relations with minorities. 

Police are also investigating how the 
event turned into a donnybrook. But the 
petitioners believe the case needs more 
than a routine internal investigation. 

‘All we know is what they (police 
officers) say,’’ said Olais. ‘‘All we ask is 
that the city look into the matter.”’ 

Parishioner Margaret Castro, who 
drafted the cover letter for the petition, 


said that an independent investigation ‘is 
necessary because the police probe may 
be biased. 


The petition also asks city officials to 
look ‘into creating a new segment in the 
police department, ‘‘such as the 
homocide section . . . but one that takes 
care of citizens,’’ and is made up of 
patrolmen living in the community. 

Father Gerald Palcheck, pastor of Holy 

Family parish, said he knows only what 
the news media reported. He said he 
approved of the petition circulated at the 
church and hopes a fair investigation 
would clear up the matter. 
' “There are really two sides to the 
question and the investigation will bring 
out both sides,” he said. ‘‘Hopefully, that 
will take place soon.”’ 

The pastor characterized the Pefias as 
‘fine péople’’ and added that one of the 
police officers involved in the arrests is

also an active parishioner. 

“‘He is a fine person . . . and is as well 
known as the Pefias,’’ said. Father 
Palcheck. ‘‘That’s why I’m praying for 
an impartial investigation — to get this 
bitterness out so that healing can take 
place.”’ 

A parish worker, who asked to remain 
anonymous, said she felt the incident has 
been overplayed by the media. ‘‘It’s a sad 
situation because it’s been blown out of 
proportion,’’ she said. 

“The way I look at it, it’s too bad sister 
Dina is involved in it,’’ she continued. 


“‘But if you really believe ina cause you 
stay with it.’’ 


Castro said the incident has ‘‘united 
the people in the parish who have stood 
by the Pefia family.’’ 

Father Palcheck added that the event 
not only brought the Hispanic 
community together, but closer to the rest 
of the parish. 

Antonio, who plays guitar in the 
Spanish choir, and Teresa, president of 
the parish Guadalupanas, are well 
respected by the parish, Castro said.

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A gift for life, a gift for love 


Those of us who grew up in the pre-Vatican II church, 
thought that the second collection was a regular part of 
Sunday Mass. In some parishes it was taken up right after 
the offertory collection, by the priests; in others it was 
taken up after Communion; and in a very few, it was 
taken up as you entered the church. d 

But it was the fifth mark, of the church: one, holy 
catholic, apostolic and two collections every Sunday. 

Once a month there would be a collection for the 
school, and another Sunday for the Building Fund (or 
debt), and there were the missions, the diocesan needs, 
Catholic charities, the seminaries, the high schools — you 
name it! . 

So, when Bishop Maher introduced Stewardship to the 
diocese a dozen or so years ago, it seemed like a very good 
idea. It combined all these inter-parochial needs into one 
large effort at the beginning of the year, and gave them a 
chance to have an established budget. 

As more and more needs pressed down ypon the 
bishop, Stewardship was able to come to the rescue. From 
the seminarians to the street people, from Catholic Family 
Services to aid for the Church in Tijuana, the annual 
Stewardship drive has allowed to us to come together as a 
Catholic Community and serve the needs of more and 
more people. 

But the mistake I made through the years in my 
enthusiasm for Stewardship was to see it only as a fund- 
raising drive, necessary as that is. Stewardship is really a 
philosophy of life. 

In the true biblical sense of the word, we are merely the 
stewards of the manifold gifts that God has given us. We 
are the stewards of our time, our talents and our treasure. 
Some day we will have to make an accounting of them, as 
any faithful servant. At least, let’s hope we will be 
accounted faithful servants. 

That’s the word we want to hear on Judgment Day, 
‘‘Well done, you good and faithful servant. Enter into the 
joy of your Master!”’ 

Most fund drives start with the institutional needs of 
the church with the obvious hope that everyone wants to 
help promote these goals. Stewardship starts with the 


personal need for each one of us to give, as we are directed 
by the Gospel. We must return to the Lord a truly grateful 
share of our time, our talents and our material goods. 

In Stewardship, the fundamental approach or motive is 
gratitude to Almighty God for all that he has given us. We 
are simply returning the first fruits of our blessings to the 
service of God in his needy ones. 

‘‘Whatsoever you do to the least of my brethren, you 
do unto me”’ springs to mind, as well as a host of other 
scriptural quotations. 

The talents that the church can use? I think 
immediately of all those dedicated CCD teachers who 
hand on the Word of God. I think of people with good 
voices who join choirs, and the countless volunteers who, 
after a hard day’s work, come in to work the Bingo 
games. Every pastor has his own list of the people he is 
grateful to for all their volunteer hours. ‘The gift of time is 
one of the most important gifts people can give to the 
church, and one most appreciated by pastors. 

In this spirit, the drive for money, the treasure of the 
Stewardship ideal, becomes both a blessing to be given 
and faith commitment in God who will bless us with the 
‘‘plenty’’ that we have left over after we give. When we 
speak of ‘‘sacrificial giving,’’ we are preaching an 
important part of the Good News, not begging for 
morsels. 

Msgr. John Hughes of St. Louis writes, ‘Stewardship 
is part of that interior change of heart (conversion) we 
read about so often in the Scriptures and which we all 
need. When we decide to become good stewards 
ourselves, the changes we experience in our lives enable 
us to carry the stewardship message to others in the great 
family we call the Catholic Church.”’ 

God is never outdone in generosity. Stewardship 1987 
gives us the opportunity to give of ourselves generously in 
the work of God. See it for the blessing that it is. 


All of us are ey God’s work” 


In a previous article we emphasized that St. Thomas 
Aquinas is not only the ‘‘Angelic Doctor,’’ but also the 
‘‘Worldly Doctor.’’ His theology does not allow us to 
separate God’s original creation of nature and the world 
from the greater grace also given to us by the same God. 
God the Creator is definitely God the Gracer and God the 
Savior. We may distinguish nature and grace. We may 
distinguish earth and heaven. But we may never separate 
them. We may never oppose them. 

The same truth applies to our vocations and careers. 
We do not become holy in spite of our earthly careers, but 
in and through them. The only negative element which 
must be rejected and overcome is sin. The only thing 
from which we must separate ourselves is sin. So, we do 
not need to — in fact, we may — not separate ourselves 
from our worldly vocations and duties. When we fulfill 


them, we are fulfilling God’s will for us. God graces us as | 


husbands and wives, mothers and fathers and children; as 
teachers and truckers, merchants and miners, doctors and 
dentists, laborers and lawyers, clerks and clerics, 
bookkeepers and butchers, secretaries and yes, even — at 
least it cannot be absolutely excluded — surfers. 

It is sin alone, not the world, from which we must be 
separated. It is sin, not the world, which could separate us 
from God. God the Savior is also, indeed, first and 
foremost, God the Creator. The first moment of salvation 
is not forgiveness from sin, but the gift (the given-ness) of 
being and life in creation. 


Of these most fundamental Catholic truths St. Thomas.

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Vatican issues document on world debt

VATICAN CITY — Attempts to 
alleviate the Third World foreign debt 
crisis have been ‘“‘insufficient and 
limited,’’ requiring bold new measures 
such as erasing some of the debt of poorer 
countries, said a-major Vatican 
document. 

‘Respect the insolvent debtor and do 
not not burden him with immediate and 
intolerable demands which he cannot 
meet,’’ it added, referring to the inability 
of many countries to meet their loan 


unacceptable economic hardships on their 
populations, it said. 


“The development of the debtor 
countries and, at times, their very 
independence are endangered,’’ the 


document said. 

The 5,000-word document, titled ‘‘At 
the Service of the Human Community: 
An Ethical Approach to the International 
Debt Question,’’ was issued Jan. 27 by 
the Pontifical Justice and Peace 
Commission. 

The document listed suggestions 
generally sympathetic to Third World 
concerns and asked that an ease in debt 
burden be accompanied by programs to 
economic growth in 
underdeveloped countries. 


institutions should redraft repayment 
programs to allow debtor countries to 
meet payments without sacrificing basic 
domestic needs, it added. 

Debtor nations, the World Bank and 
other international agencies note that 
interest payments alone are huge 
burdens. Annual interest paid by 107 
developing countries is around $50 
billion, according to the World Bank. 

The Vatican document’s suggestions 
include lowering of. interest rates, 
extending loan repayments over longer 
periods and an end to protectionist trade 
measures in industrialized countries. 

Commercial banks lending money to 
Third World countries should remember 
that the needs of their Third World 


those of their depositors, the document 
said. 

The document also told developing 
countries to clamp down on corruption 
and re-examine national priorities so that 
less money is spent on weapons and other 
projects which do not stimulate economic 
growth. 

Debtor countries must not take 
unilateral action to avoid repayments but 
should reach negotiated solutions with 
their creditors ‘‘to avoid payment defaults 
which could destabilize the international 
financial system,’’ the Vatican document 
said. 

The inability of many Third World 
countries to repay their foreign debt is a 
threat to world political and economic

Pronuncio: Vatican prefers privacy over candor

WASHINGTON — American Catholics: have a 
“‘complex of -Watergate,’’ expecting candor in 
disciplinary matters, but church authorities prefer privacy 
for the individual under investigation, said Archbishop 
Pio Laghi, papal pronuncio to the United States. 

The archbishop, in an interview published in The New 
York Times Jan. 30, discussed the tensions between the 
Vatican and some members of the U.S. church over 
issues such as relieving Archbishop Raymond 
Hunthausen of Seattle of duties in specific areas. 

Those tensions often obscure the vitality of the Catholic 
Church in the United States, said Archbishop Laghi, who 
is the Vatican ambassador to the United States. 

Archbishop Hunthausen announced in September that 
the Vatican had directed him to relinquish power in key 
administrative areas to Auxiliary Bishop Donald Wuerl. 

_Incases like that of Archbishop Hunthausen, American 
Catholics, because of their Watergate complex, think 
things should be out in the open, Archbishop Laghi said. 
‘“‘When something is behind the door, there is the 
impression that something is wrong.”’ 


But the Vatican believes in sensitivity toward the 
privacy of the person being investigated and in a 
“principle of charity,’’ he said. 


He said the Vatican, in a report released through the 
Vatican Embassy in October, revealed its side of the 
Hunthausen case only because some U.S. bishops urged 
it to do so and complained that Archbishop Hunthausen 
was being punished without clear knowledge of the 
charges against him. 


At the time, Archbishop Hunthausen said his own 
understanding of the facts ‘‘differs significantly’ from 
Archbishop Laghi’s document. 

The pronuncio cited the need to respect those who 
testify in such investigations. 


““We cannot expose,’ he said. “In defending itself, the 
Holy See would have offended somebody.”’ 

Nonetheless, he said, the controversy was instructive. 
“‘T.am learning, also,’’ he told the Times. 


He suggested that in dealing with tensions, ‘“We have 
to make a distinction between what is procedure and what 
is the substance of an issue.”’ 


“‘Our procedure, canon law procedure, does not match 
American procedure,’’ he said. ‘‘But we cannot follow 
the procedure of a given country if we want to be a 
universal church.”’ 

However, he said, he has a “‘duty to convey to Rome 
the kind of expectations of an open democratic system”’ 


‘that many American bishops want in the church. 


He also said the Vatican knows that many of 
Archbishop Hunthausen’s opponents come from such 
conservative movements as Catholics United for the Faith 
but that these groups ‘‘absolutely’’ did not hold undue 
influence. 

The church itself in the United States is a ‘‘very 
dynamic, very young, very vibrant church’’ with a higher 
rate of church attendance than many other nations, 
strong support for Catholic education and great 
generosity, but these good points are often overlooked, he 
said. 

“In St. Peter’s Square, you feel the silence and the 
mystery,’’ he continued, ‘‘but if a piece of marble falls 
down it makes a lot of noise. Why do you emphasize this 
piece of travertine falling down and not one hundred 
columns standing up?”’

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One of the summary. conclusions 
indicated that ‘‘people feel most.conscious 
of being Christian in their home or with 
their families,’’ she said. Respondents are 
least conscious of being Christian in the 
civic or cultural arena. 

Most of the participants said they had 
no sense of the larger, or universal, 
church. They want to learn church 
history and how the church functions, 
Sister Kobe said. 

Respondents stated they need religious 
education as adults, revealing that their 
Catholic education ceased when they were 
children, she said. 

“If the vocation of the laity i is to bring 
Christ to the world,’’ they need help to do 
this task, Sister Kobe said. 

Collaboration, especially between 
priests and the laity, is needed, according 
to the summary report. 

‘‘For collaborative, ministry to work, 
there must be a recognition of a common 


ground, that we are all members of the 
body of Christ, that the church belongs to 
and is the responsibility of all, not just the 
priests. Conversion of the heart is needed 
by all concerned,’’ the report states. 

“‘People are saying, ‘We’re adults. We 
want priests as spiritual leaders.’ They 
feel (parish) administration could be 
handled by qualified lay people,’’ leaving 
priests more time for the people, Sister: 
Kobe said. 

The laity needs guidance ‘‘in knowing 
the proper place of work in daily 
Christian life and how to apply Christian 
values and ethics in the marketplace, in 


business, medicine and politics,’’ the 
summary reports says. 
People said they want to learn 


Scripture, so they can use it as the basis 
for making ethical decisions, Sister Kobe 
said. 

Respondents also said they ‘‘admire 
women’s willingness to stay in the church 
despite discrimination’’ against both lay 


and Religious women, she said. 


Women are viewed as the backbone of 
the church by respondents because they 


participate much in church life, 
particularly those activities involving 
service. 


The church is opening up to women 
more, however. This is demonstrated by 
their inclusion on diocesan marriage 
tribunals including San Diego’s, she said. 

Although some respondents requested 
that the priesthood be open to women, 
more called for allowing women to enter 
the diaconate, she noted. 


Women should also be permitted to 
administer the sacrament of the 
Anointing of the Sick because many 
minister to the sick and homebound, 
according to questionnaire participants. 

Respondents said youth need. to 


-become involved in Christian service 


early in. life. “‘If service is something 
Christians do,’’ youth need to learn this

early so they will realize service is 
something more than a requirement for 
receiving Confirmation, she said, 


Copies of the San Diego diocesan 
summary report will be sent to Bishop 
Leo T. Maher, the national bishops’ 
committee in Washington, Diocesan 
Pastoral Council members, pastors and 
parish councils, Sister Kobe said.

“The synod is a group of advisors to 
the pope,’’ she explained. International 
church affairs such as this synod should 
not be confused with pastoral letters. 
These are written by U.S. bishops on 
topics of national concern, she added. 


USD, Old Globe establish graduate program 


ALCALA PARK — The University of 
San Diego and the Old Globe Theatre 
have collaborated to establish an ad- 
vanced Master of Fine Arts (MFA) in 
dramatic arts. The program will provide a 
training ground for actors. 

Slated to enroll its first students next 
fall, the two-year, 60-unit program will 
offer practical theatrical work at the Old 
Globe and academic studies at USD’s 
English Department. 

‘*A lot of people will be watching our 
progress because it is an extremely inno- 
vative program,’’ said Craig Noel, Old 
Globe executive producer. “‘It is our de- 


sire and our hope that this program will 
produce theatrical artists of the highest 
caliber.”’ : 


Similar programs with established pro- 


fessional theaters reportedly exist only at 
Harvard, Yale, Webster, Florida State 
and Alabama universities. 

MFA students will also serve as consul- 
tants to USD’s undergraduate drama de- 
partment, according to Dr. Barton Thur- 
ber, chair of the USD English Depart- 
ment and an architect of the new 
program. 

“‘We want to put actor training back in 
the theater,’’ said David Hay, Old Globe

associate director. He holds a doctorate in 
English and will direct the program. 

“‘Actor training has suffered from its 
lack of connection with and isolation from 
the theater,’’ Hay said, quoting from a 
recent national study. 

USD’s English department will give 
‘students the education necessary to per- 
form classical theater, Hay said. 

The English department has the ‘‘right 
mix of qualified faculty’’ to tackle the job, 
Thurber said. 

From an academic standpoint, actors 
have been underprepared, Thurber said. 
“*They don’t have the intellectual tools to

“‘We’ve got to keep the tradition of 
classical theater alive,’’ said Sister Sally 


Furay, USD vice president and provost.

The degree program is designed for in- 
tense, personal instruction for a select 
group of students who will be required to 
audition to be accepted. Next fall Hay ex- 
pects to enroll about a half-dozen stu- 
dents.

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Every once in a while, if that often, 
there comes a movie that gives sagging 
spirits a tremendous boost. ‘‘Hoosiers’’ is 
such a movie, a wonderfully upbeat, 
inspirational and human_ story about 
redemption and perhaps the. ultimate 
achievement of overachievers. 

The screenplay by Angelo Pizzo, 
directed with great warmth, wisdom and 
understanding by David Anspaugh, 
themselves a couple of Hoosiers, revolves 
around one of the great miracles in all of 
sports, the triumph of a very small high 
school — total enrollment, 164 — in the 
Indiana state high school basketball 
tournament, of itself a legendary event. 
With the 1954 victory of Milan High 
School, the miracle upon which 
‘‘Hoosiers’’ is based, it became more 
than legendary. It became immortal, 


revived year after year among all 
Hoosiers. 
What ‘‘Hoosiers’’ is, really, is a 


magical return to another, infinitely 
gentler time, a reminder of what sports — 
indeed, what the United States — used to 
be. Gene Hackman is his customarily 
superb self as a once-failed basketball 
‘coach given perhaps his final chance at 
little-known Hickory High School. 
Hackman’s subtle development of the 
character is flawless. 

The entire cast, much of it non- 
professional, is, in fact, marvelous, as is 
the entire movie. Dennis Hopper, in 
perhaps the most sympathetic role he has 
yet had on screen, is excellent, as is 
Barbara Hershey as the tentative 
romantic interest. It’s a movie 
guaranteed to make you feel a lot better 
leaving the theater than you did entering 
lt.

But even these topics can be 
handled with restraint, as an integral part 
of the story. When that happens, which 
isn’t often, it can actually enhance a 
movie. At the very least, it makes such a 
movie worthy of more than simple 
condemnation. 

When you get right down to it, the 
yalue of a movie is still in the eye of the 
beholder. é

Civil rights 
march like 
a baptism, 
says bishop 


CUMMING, Ga. — ‘“‘Like being 
baptized or experiencing a nice liturgical 
service’? is how Auxiliary Bishop 
Emerson J. Moore of New York 
described participating in the Jan. 24 civil 
rights march through Forsyth County, 
Ga. 

An estimated 20,000 people marched to 
Cumming, in the Atlanta Archdiocese, in 
response to an attack the previous week 
by 400 Ku Klux Klansmen and 
supporters who threw bottles, rocks and 
._mud at about 75 participants in an 

interracial brotherhood march. 

Bishop Moore, 48, vicar of Harlem and 
of black community development in the 
New York Archdiocese, said the march 
was “‘like a nostalgia trip back to the ’60s 
for a lot of people.”’

Rohnwyn Rogers, director of the 
Office of Black Ministry of the Atlanta 
Archdiocese, said that she had anticipated

National Guardsmen and _ law 
enforcement officers who kept the two 
groups apart. ‘ 


She said she was heartened by ‘the 


“numbers of people waving and cheering 


as they approached the county. ‘‘They 
were all white, and they were, in their 
own way, greeting us to the town,”’ Ms. 
Rogers said. 

When Bishop Moore, Ms. Rogers and 
others returned to their car, they found a 
6-inch slash in one tire. Two young black 
men helped the bishop change the tire and 
when he offered to pay they refused. 
“‘Just pray for me,”’ he said one man told 
him.

Dominican Sister June Racicot, who 
has lived and worked in Forsyth County 
for 11 years, described the week before 
the march as ‘‘very, very tense.”’ 

“‘T don’t think the majority of the 
people in the county feel the way those. 
people do on the hill,’’ she said, referring 
to the counterdemonstrators. 

Many of the people opposing the 
marchers are young men who ‘‘don’t 
finish school, they don’t have education, 
they don’t have much experience of the 
world,’’ said Sister Racicot. Often they 
marry young and then find it difficult to 
support their families, she said. ‘‘I think 
the only way they can prove their 
manhood is like this.’’ : 


Sister Racicot, who runs The Place, a 
self-help center for rural poor, said she 
plans to host workshops on racism. 

The march was endorsed by Msgr. 
John McDonough, vicar general of 
Atlanta. 

About 150 priests nuns and lay people 
marched under the banner of the 
Southeast Center for Justice, led by 
Glenmary Father Jerry Conroy. The 
ecumenical group is sponsored by 14 
religious communities. 

Jim Leeds, who was there with his wife, 
Sally, and several other parishioners from 
St. Thomas Aquinas, Alpharetta, Ga., 
said the hatred he witnessed brought tears 
to his eyes. But then, he said, two girls

who had been watching from the 
embankment came down and asked the 
marchers if they could join them. 

Leeds said he came to Forsyth County 
because ‘“‘it was a case where what 
happened the week before, in my mind, 
just could not be tolerated. I just felt you 
have to do things from the heart. To me it 
was just a small handful of whites, whose 
whole life revolves around hatred and I 
just wanted to stand up and say ‘they 
don’t represent me.’ ”’ 

Mimi D’Entremont, a Catholic high 
school student from north Georgia, said 
she decided to come to the march when 
she found some of her friends were on the 
other side of the issue.
